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THE WORLD ONE MARKET—A NEW APPROACH 
TO PRODUCTION POLICY

URING the past few years, the home market has been-the 
[easiest and, therefore, the most profitable outlet for a large 

proportion of the commodities manufactured in this country. 
Many businesses are still preoccupied with the home market, and 
exports are sometimes regarded as of secondary importance because, 
as compared with the market on our doorstep, they present too 
many difficulties or divert too much effort. 


Production policy shaped in this way is wrong. It is wrong 
because it is completely out of tune with the times in which we live 
and because we, as a nation, must ensure that we increase our exports 
by all the means within our power. 


Shaping Production 


It is wrong, too, because the manufacturers of commodities which 
are, or can be made, saleable in other countries are not making the 
utmost use of their products. The export drive of our foreign 
competitors is gathering momentum. The longer we delay adopting 
a dynamic policy of shaping production to the requirements of a 
world market, the more we restrict our chances of maintaining a 
profitable level of activity in the years to come. 


The purpose of this article is to show the ways in which the 
Export Consultant can be used to help manufacturers of both 
capital and consumer goods—firstly, to investigate the opportunities 
that are open to them in the growing export markets of the world, 


and secondly, to take advantage of those opportunities. 


Complementary Markets 


There is no doubt that from very many articles made in this 
island unexpected rewards await the manufacturers who recognise 
that, in the conditions that exist to-day, the domestic and the export 
markets are becoming ever more complementary and need to be 
planned accordingly. Recent years have brought about a marked 
change of emphasis in the relation between the needs of the home 
and export markets. The common factor of the peoples’ needs is 
becoming higher. The tendency throughout the world is towards 
a levelling up in the standard of living. The ways of life in one 
country are becoming more and more quickly known to the people 
of other countries. Modern means of transport and communication 
have vastly increased and accelerated the spread of information. 
Now is the time to take advantage of these new conditions. 


Production for home and export trade no longer has to be regarded 
as a number of separate and distinct problems. For many com- 
modities the world to-day can and should be thought of as one large 
market, offering great opportunities for the manufacturer who can 
shape his design, production and selling policy so that he can offer 
for sale goods which will find buyers in the largest possible number 
of countries. 


The interdependence of home and export markets is, of course, a 
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matter of degree. There is validity in the much used argument that 
a prosperous home market is essential to a successful export policy. 
It is, however, worth mentioning here that the Swiss watch industry 
exports 95 per cent. of its annual production of £100 million and 
retains only the balance of 5 per cent. to fill its home market demands. 
This is a phenomenal achievement brought about by economic 
necessity combined with design and production efficiency and a 
highly developed technique of salesmanship adapted to a world market. 

What other nations can do we can do also, provided that we take 
the job seriously enough. The task of building up and maintaining 
a successful export trade is admittedly specialized and, in some res- 
pects, exacting. It demands foresight, experience, patience and a 
good deal of hard work. With ever increasing competition from 
Germany, Japan and other highly industrialized countries, export is 
now becoming more, rather than less, difficult. On the other hand, 
the business is there and the difficulties that exist are far from in- 
surmountable. 

This is well known to many firms who are traditional exporters 
and have built up organizations which are capable of handling all 
the problems that are thrown up in the day to day work of doing 
export, These firms require no advice, although the most progressive 
of them are not content to rely entirely on their own knowledge and 
experience, but are glad to tap any source which has something to 
offer by way of new ideas. It is not with these firms that, as a con- 
sultant, I am primarily concerned. 


Systematic Drive 


The views and suggestions which I am putting forward are directed 
to help those firms, and I believe they are numerous, who would like 
to develop or extend an export trade but who, for one reason or another, 
find it difficult to set aside a sufficient slice of their time and resources 
to embark systematically upon an export drive as part of their general 
policy. These firms should ask themselves whether they are going 
to be satisfied with the hit-or-miss methods which may have served

their purpose in easier times, or whether it will not cost them less in 
the long run and bring them more quickly to their goal if they employ 
a consultant to gather and interpret all the facts and knowledge upon 
which to base their efforts. 

The facts that have to be gathered are many and diverse. The so- 
called export market consists of very many countries each with its 
own national and individual tastes and preferences, its own tariff 
barriers, trade regulations and balance of payments problems. No- 
thing short of systematic research will bring to light the real answer 
to the question whether this or that merchandise can be sold com- 
petitively in any of these countries. 

Systematic market research in the widest sense has been defined 
as the study of all problems relating to the transfer and sale of goods 
and services from producer to consumer. 'T’o be effective such research 
must range from the problems of design and production at one end 
of the scale to those of packaging, methods of quotation, price, sales- 
manship and service at the other end. 

There is no lack of information to-day on the methods by which 
British manufacturing industry generally can make itself more 
efficient, nor of exhortation as to the steps which it must take to 
retain or enhance its position in world markets. A wealth of knowledge 
and inspiration is to be found in the British Productivity Teams’ 
reports on Production, in the Board of Trade Journal and other Boaid 
of Trade publications and press articles such as the export surveys 
which have recently appeared in The Times and in other literature on 
exporting. 

The real problem facing the manufacturer is how to put all this 
knowledge to the practical test in his own organization. We have had

many years in which industry has been working at a high level of 
activity. "There are not many manufacturers who have available 
the senior administrative staff who can detach themselves completely 
from the day to day problems of the business and undertake a complete 
review which takes in the design and production problems inseparable 
from an export drive together with the economics of the marketing 
of goods in the differing conditions to be found in most overseas 
countries. 


The Consultant’s Part 


It is here that the consultant can play an important part. His 
experience and the resources at his disposal cover a wide range of the 
problems of manufacture and distribution in many industries. He is 
trained to draw upon that experience in helping to adapt individual 
manufacturers’ resources to meet the needs of customers both at 
home and abroad. 

My company has recently completed several assignments of this 
nature. These assignments included a systematic survey of the markets 
of the world in order to determine in which of them it would be 
profitable to embark upon a selling campaign and an investigation 
into the direction in which design and manufacturing resources and 
home market policy would have to be re-organized to meet the require- 
ments of an export campaign. 

Investigations of this kind are as essential for capital as for con- 
sumer goods. In some overseas markets the same conditions may 
apply equally to both. In some markets there may be some special 
conditions attaching respectively to imports of capital goods or con- 
sumer goods, or indeed to any one category of either. If an investiga- 
tion is concerned with machinery of any kind, it must supply all the 
information needed about engineering part sizes and the policy to 
be pursued for demonstrating and servicing machines on arrival and 
for their maintenance, and the supply of spare parts. The more 
distant the market, the more vital is the need to make full provision 
for essential service requirements. 

One of the most striking characteristics of the contemporary in- 
dustrial scene is the way in which manufacturers of all kinds of com- 
modities are realizing the need for relentless inquiry into the facts 
which govern all the processes of production and distribution. This 
spirit of inquiry must be intensified if Britain is to improve her present 
economic situation by maintaining or increasing her share of the world 
markets, 

There are many problems to be solved. They can only be solved 
successfully with a full knowledge of the facts. To embark upon an 
export drive to create new markets or to expand existing ones without 
this knowledge is to risk failure and disappointment. 

Contrary to widely held beliefs the gathering of the necessary 
information and its application are relatively inexpensive, because the 
methodical approach generally shows a profit on any evolved by less 
thoughtful means. 


Training of Executives 


One of the most valuable aspects of the consultant’s work lies in 
the training of executives in the application of a new policy, and in 
disseminating information about it throughout the organization in 
order to get co-operation at all levels and an understanding of the 
aims of the business. 

Two warning notes have been sounded in much that has been 
written and said about the future of Britain’s exports. Each is of vital 
interest. The first is best expressed in words taken from The Econumtc 
Survey which said, ‘‘ We have now entered a period of intense com- 
petition in the world market over the entire range of export trade.” 
The second, typical of so much of the information which is coming 
back to us from overseas, is quoted from a recent export survey in The 
Times which said, ‘‘ A good potential market in is offered to 
British exporters, provided they take it seriously enough.” 

We in this island need to approach the task with a sense of urgency. 
There is much that we must re-learn if we are to remain prosperous. 
Our Continental competitors, and in particular Germany, have made 
the fullest possible use of their post-war opportunities for re-designing 
and re-tooling to meet the complementary requirements of their 
home and export markets. They have found the answer in better 
design, fewer models and longer runs. 

The facts that we need to determine our policy are available for the 
seeking. Never before in our industrial history has knowledge of the 
markets of the world been so xccessible. Never hefore has the use of 


that knowledge and the assembly of chose facts been so essential, nor 
the rewards so limitless. 
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New Appointments at N.P.L for 
Liaison with Industry 


HE APPLICATION by British industry of results of research

Automatic Control and Computing 


NEW DIVISION at the National Physical Laboratory has been 

formed by the amalgamation of the Electronics and the Control 
Mechanisms Sections, and is to be called the Control Mechanisms 
and Electronics Division 


The field to be covered by the new Division is the automatic 
control of industrial, administrative and experimental operations and 
the development of techniques and equipment for data processing 
and computation. 

An industrial example of such mechanisms is the automatic control 
of machines producing precision components in large quantities. 
Not only are the operations speeded up but personnel can be released 
from the boredom of repetitive work. It is hoped that this trend 
will not be confined to the factory floor but that many routine office 
operations will also be carried out by suitable machines. The new 
Division is represented on a small group formed to study this subject.

Report of the Matechwood Working 
Party Published

The Working Party was set up to investigate the possibility of 
securing from soft currency sources supplies of timber suitable for 
making matches. Samples of a wide range of timbers have been 
secured from overseas and subjected to tests: the results of these 
tests are given very fully in an appendix to the report. 


Attention is drawn to the possibility of developing plantations of 
suitable timbers in the Colonies and the question of increasing the 
supply of suitable home grown timber is discussed. 


Appointment of Assistant Official Receiver 


THE Board of Trade announced that Mr. James Tye has been 
appointed an Assistant Official Receiver for the Bankruptcy District 
of the County Courts of Ashton-under-Lyne, Bolton, Oldham, 
tochdale and Stockport ; and for the Bankruptcy District of the 
County Courts of Preston, Blackpool, Blackburn and Burnley. 

This appointment took effect from July 9, 1954. 
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Talks Between Sino-British Trade Committee and Chinese 
Mission 


ISCUSSIONS between the Sino-British Trade Committee 
and the party of Chinese trade experts visiting the United 
Kingdom ended in London on July 9. 

In a statement issued at the conclusion of the talks the British 
Committee said the object of the discussions was to open up 
opportunities of business between the Chinese State trading organiza- 
tions and British industrial and commercial firms, and to seek an 
expansion of trade between the United Kingdom and Hong Kong 
on the one hand and China on the other. In so far as this involved 
British exports to China, it was explained to the Chinese repre- 
sentatives that any increase must of course be subject to the United 
Kingdom's obligation, as a member of the United Nations, to observe 
the restrictions at present in force on the export of certain classes of 
goods to China. 

The talks covered the following subjects: Trade systems and 
contacts ; the functions of the merchant and the utilization of Hong 
Kong ; technical services and the representation of British manu- 
facturing firms in China ; methods of payment and trading terms, 
including contracts, inspection of goods and arbitration ; and the 
registration of British trade marks in China. 

On these matters (says the statement) there was a useful exchange 
of views and satisfactory progress was made towards reaching an 
understanding. 

Talks took place between the Chinese party and a number of trade 
associations covering industries in whose products the Chinese have 
expressed a special interest and with representatives of British 
importers and exporting merchants. 

The Chinese party also visited Sheffield, Manchester and Birming- 
ham and saw a number of factories in those areas, as well as in the 
London area. 

It is intended (the statement adds) to follow up the present series 
of discussions. ‘The Sino-British Trade Committee will remain in 
being for this purpose and have accepted a Chinese invitation to send 
a British party on a return visit to Peking in the autumn. In the 
meantime, the Committee have the assurance of the Chinese party 
that no special avenues of approach by British firms to the Chinese 
State Trading Authorities are necessary. 

As a press conference following the London talks, Sir Harry 
Pilkington, President of the Federation of British Industries, said 
that he believed the discussions to have been a good first step towards 
the re-establishment of Sino-British trade on a more normal basis. 
He thought, for instance, that the Chinese might prove to be ready 
for greater flexibility on their side in the matter of payment methods , 
and that it was a considerable gain to have their mission’s assurance 
with regard to “‘ avenues of approach ” to the Chinese State Trading 
Authorities. ‘This is taken to mean that in future it may be permissible 
to by-pass the East Berlin office of the China National Import Export 
Corporation. Sir Harry pointed out, however, that at present each 
office of the Corporation deals only with a certain section of the 
commodity market, none with the whole of it. 

Sir Harry Pilkington added that he could give no estimate of the 
amount of trade likely to follow the discussions, but that he was 
hopeful of an increase with an improvement of facilities. There had 
been no discussion of the repatriation of British assets in China. 

No monetary medium other than sterling was mentioned during 
the discussions.

Provisional U.K. Trade Figures 


for June 


JUNe was a short working month (24 working days): United 
Kingdom exports in the month were valued at £217-7 million. The 
improvement recorded in the first quarter of 1954 compared with 
a year ago was substantially maintained in the second quarter ; 
United Kingdom exports in the first half of 1954 averaged £224-1 
million per month, 7 per cent. more than in the corresponding period 
last year although only 1 per cent. more than in the second half of 
1953. Re-exports in June amounted to £8°8 million, and for the 
first half of 1954 were unchanged from a year ago. 

Imports in June were £291-0 million, including aircraft valued at 
£7:0 million received as a gift from Canada. The monthly average 
rate of import for the first half of 1954 was £279-2 million, a reduction 
of 1 per cent. compared with the same period last year. 

The excess of imports (c.i.f.) over total exports, including re-exports 
(f.o.b.), in June was £64°5 million. The average rate of excess for 
the first six months was £46:1 million, 28 per cent. less than the 
rate in the first half of 1953.

Exports to North America 


United Kingdom exports to North America in June were valued 
at £23-5 million. Although exports in the second quarter showed an 
improvement of 10 per cent. over January-March, for the first half 
of 1954 the average of £23-5 million per month was 12 per cent. 
below the corresponding period last year. 

Exports to the United States in June were £12-8 million ; for the 
first half of 1954 they averaged £12-2 million a month or 8 per cent. 
less than a year ago. Exports to Canada in June amounted to £10-7 
million ; in the first half year they were £11-3 million a month, a 
reduction of 16 per cent. compared with the same period of 1953.

President’s Statement on East—West 


Trade Talks 


HE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 

made a statement after question time in the House of Commons 
on Tuesday on the talks which he had in Washington during the 
previous week with Mr. Harold Stassen, the Director of the Foreign 
Operations Administration. 


The President said that the subject of these talks was the strategic 
controls on trade with the Soviet Bloc in Europe. Our objectives 
in this matter had been stated on a number of occasions and, in 
particular, by the Prime Minister on February 25 last. Briefly, what 
we wanted was to prevent the supply to the Soviet Bloc of goods 
which would significantly strengthen their power of aggression, but 
subject to this limitation we wanted to develop commercial contacts 
with the Bloc and to expand trade in non-strategic goods. With this 
end in view, we, together with the United States and other friendly 
Governments, had been examining the existing Control Lists, item 
by item, with a view to drawing up a revised list. It had been his 
conviction throughout that a shorter list combined with tighter 
enforcement was likely to prove more effective. 


These discussions with the 14 countries concerned had been pro- 
ceeding for some time in Paris. Progress had been slower than we 
would have wished, and this had been due in part to certain differences 
of view between us and the United States Government. It was in 
these circumstances that Mr. Stassen invited him to visit Washington 
and discuss some of these problems with him. 


The President was happy to inform the House that a large measure 
of agreement was reached, and in particular that Mr. Stassen and he 
were able to agree on the lists which both of them would be ready for 
their part to support in discussion with the other countries concerned. 
There remained the problems of enforcement and timing. On the 
question of enforcement, Mr. Stassen and he were agreed on certain 
additional measures which both considered desirable and which they 
were prepared to recommend for general adoption. As regards 
timing, we in the United Kingdom considered that the sooner the 
agreed changes were implemented the better. A decision on this 
point had been deferred, but it would be discussed further in the near 
future with all the countries concerned. 


Talks with these countries on all these points would now proceed 
and he was sure that the House would share with him the hope that 
full agreement would be quickly reached. 


Colours for Men’s Wear Next Year 


THE British Colour Council, 13 Portman Square, London, W.1, 
are now sending to members colours for men’s wear ranges for 1955. 

These include a range of 11 colours for tropical suitings ; 18 
colours for dyed yarns to blend with suitings and accessories ; 
18 colours for silk and rayon designed principally for ties ; 8 pastel 
types for cotton shirtings ; a range of 9 colours for rayon shirtings ; 
10 colours for leather and 9 colours for hats and galloons. 


Economic Co-operation Between the 
U.K. and the U.S. 


A WHITE PAPER issued recently continues the series of Reports 
made by H.M. Government in accordance with the provisions of 
the Economic Co-operation Agreement of 1948 between the Govern- 
ments of the United Kingdom and the United States. 

Covering the six months July to December, 1953, the White Paper 
includes a short survey of economic conditions in the United Kingdom 
during that period. 

It also deals with United States Aid and the United Kingdom’s 
Defence Programme ; European Economic Co-operation; and 
Productivity and ‘I’echnical Development. 

Statistical tables give details of the various Aid items, including 
the disbursement of Counterpart Funds, and illustrates, among 
other points. the genera! position in regard to United States Aid.

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UTSTANDING DEVELOPMENTS in laundry and dry 
cleaning equipment and supplies have been on show at the 
Laundry, Dry Cleaning and Allied Trades Exhibition, at Olympia, 

London, which opened on July 8 and closes tonight. 

Held at four-yearly intervals, this exhibition was attended by 
members of the laundry and dry cleaning industries in this country, 
and visitors from the Commonwealth, the United States and the 
Continent. Exhibitors included firms from the United States and 
the principal countries of the Continent. 

The laundry industry in this country is now undergoing a process 
of re-equipment, and there is a demand for modern, efficient plant 
and machinery. In addition, in its search for full efficiency, the 
industry is closely studying such problems as fuel utilization and the 
re-organization of labour. These new trends were reflected in this 
year’s exhibition, and were, in fact, its theme. 

The exhibition was promoted by the Society of Laundry Engineers 
and Allied Trades Ltd., with the support of the Institution of British 
Launderers Ltd., the British Launderers’ Research Association, and 
the National Federation of Dyers and Cleaners. A number of 
conferences and meetings took place at the same time, including 
those of the International Laundry Association, Co-operative 
Laundry Managers’ Association, Guild of Dyers and Cleaners, British 
Launderers’ Research Association, Society of Hospital Laundry 
Managers, Dyehards Club, Young Launderers’ Movement, National 
Federation of Dyers and Cleaners, and the London Steam Engineers’ 
Circle. Among the organized visits from abroad was one by a party 
of some 90 Dutch launderers. 


Working Equipment 


The exhibition was a working one, inasmuch as all kinds of laundry 
and dry cleaning plant were working almost continuously during the 
nine days run. Much of the equipment was steam-operated and 
the provision of steam presented a problem which was solved by the 
installation of one of the largest vertical boilers manufactured in 
this country. This oil-fired boiler supplied steam for exhibitors’ 
stands through some 44 miles of piping. 

The modern laundry has conveyors and mechanical aids to ease 
the work and speed production wherever possible. After washing, 
surplus moisture has to be extracted before ironing, a process known 
as hydroing. Articles are placed in a smooth cylinder with perforated 
sides which revolves at speed and gently squeezes the articles so that 
water flies out through the perforations. The next operation is ironing 
or pressing. All flat articles such as sheets, pillow cases, and table 
cloths are passed between rollers covered with woollen blanketing 
and steam heated metal beds. This process is called calendering, 
and is similar to ironing at home except that at home the table is 
stationary and the iron moves, whereas in the laundry the iron (which 
is the steam heated bed) is stationary and the padded table (the rollers) 
moves. 

Special units of smaller machines have been designed for such 
articles as shirts, vests, pants, pyjamas, etc. ‘The sleeves, collars and 
neckbands, and the body of shirts are ironed on three different 
machines, and collars and dress shirts have their own ironing and 
polishing machines, too. 

The last process is racking and packing—when articles are sorted 
into numbered racks, checked against customers’ lists, and packed 
into parcels or boxes ready for the vanman. All these machines cost 
many thousands of pounds and need to be looked after by qualified 
engineers. 

Among individual exhibits the Gas Council showed a range of the 
latest labour-saving gas-fired equipment to help the launderer in 
his work, including gas-fired steam-raising boilers of varying capacity, 
a gas-heated washer with hydro-extractor, and gas-heated irons and 
burners. On the stand of the Institution of British Launderers 
visitors could see depicted the various services available to members, 
to enable them to improve their plant and organization, and give 
better service to the public. A section of the stand devoted to the 
Dyers and Cleaners’ Research Organization included a small working 
laboratory unit. One of the most interesting exhibits in it was an 
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ultra-violet lamp which reveals hidden stains on garments and 
evidence of damage to fabrics which are not visible to the naked eye. 

An early arrival among overseas visitors on the opening day was 
the laundry manager of the Rangoon General Hospital in Burma, 
who, as a British Council bursar, has studied laundry management 
in Britain. Since his return to his own country considerable 
modernization of hospital laundries has taken place, and orders for 
some £23,000 worth of British laundry equipment have been placed. 
Further schemes are in hand to modernize hospital laundries and, at 
a Buddhist Synod held recently, all the monks’ robes were laundered 
by machines. 


Markets Still to be Conquered 


The exhibition was opened by the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Health, Miss Pat Hornsby-Smith, who said that the 
industry still had wide markets to conquer, but the field was not 
without its challenges. The exhibition showed how to meet these 
challenges. 

She appreciated that the largest single item of expenditure was 
that of wages, and in bringing down costs all their skill and knowledge 
must be applied to the use of new and up-to-date machinery and 
labour-saving devices, which were displayed in the exhibition and 
demonstrated as an example of the best in British industry in the 
provision of a great public service. 

The public were “ judge and jury.’”” They all wanted a laundry 
and cleaning service. Many of them must balance the quality they 
would like to the amount of money they could afford, or even to the 
time that they could spare the commodity. It was therefore up to 
this great industry to meet the challenge of quality, cost and speed 
against the alternative methods and materials now provided. The 
exhibition set out to meet that challenge. In doing so it would 
provide a rising standard of living and make an important contribution 
to the health of the nation. 


Revocation of Restrictions on Hire 


Purchase Agreements 


HIRE PURCHASE restrictions imposed by the Hire-Purchase 
and Credit Sale Agreements (Control) Orders were lifted from 
July 14. 

These restrictions relate to radios, T.V. sets, gramophones, re- 
frigerators, vacuum cleaners, cars, motor vehicles, motor cycles and 
pedal cycles and certain other goods. 

This was announced in a written Parliamentary Answer by the 
President of the Board of Trade on July 13. 

The restrictions were imposed in February, 1952. They provided 
for minimum initial deposits and restricted the repayment periods 
in hire purchase and credit sale agreements on many articles. 

The Orders are now revoked because the Government consider 
that in to-day’s conditions it is no longer appropriate to control the 
terms of individual agreements for particular articles, but there is 
no change in the general limitation of finance for hifé purchase. 

The revoking Order is the Hire Purchase and Credit Sale Agree- 
ments (Control) (Revocation) Order, S.I. 1954 No. 935, obtainable 
from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and 
branches, or from any bookseller, price 2d. (by post 34d.).

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The Minister of Labour Commends 
Production Exhibition 


“WE simply can’t afford inefficiency: we have too many com- 

petitors with too many advantages,” said the Minister of Labour 
and National Service, Sir Walter Monckton, opening the Production 
Exhibition and Conference at Olympia, London, on July 7. The 
Exhibition, which ended on Wednesday, was described in last week’s 
Board of Trade Journal. 

Sir Walter said that to maintain and improve our standard of living 
as we are resolved to do, we must make the most of the resources we 
had—our inventive genius, our heritage of skill and craftsmanship, 
our readiness to adventure along untried paths, and our capacity 
for getting on together. 

It had been said that the general who won battles was he who could 
mass his men and his guns in the right numbers at the right place 
and at the right time. It sounded simple enough, but it wasn’t. 
It involved forethought, organization, hard work, co-operation between 
all the people concerned. In the same way we must get management, 
science, engineering and labour working together as a well-ordered 
team. The best in British industry and British management was the 
equal of any in the world. What we had to do was to bring more 
industries and more firms nearer to the level of the best. 

The Production Exhibition showed some of the roads to improve- 
ment. The object must be to have what the customer wanted waiting 
for him the moment we found him—to offer our goods at a price 
which would attract the buyer and reward the seller. 


Government's Practical Support 


The Minister pointed out that the Exhibition was not planned or 
organized by the Government ; the credit for all that went to the 
Institution of Production Engineers and Andry Montgomery Ltd. 
But Government Departments were represented here, and their 
displays left no doubt about the importance the Government attached 
to the project. The theme was set out on the British Productivity 
Council’s Stand, and the Council enjoyed the support of the Govern- 
ment, though it was essentially a body created by industry for 
industry. On the other hand, the sponsorship and organization of 
the Exhibition had throughout rested in private hands, and that was 
as it should be, for productivity was not something which could be 
achieved by official regulation. It could only become a reality if 
industry believed in it and if managements and workpeople were 
willing to co-operate in seeking and sharing its advantages. It was 
a contribution of factors from many sides of industrial life, the 
result of careful improvements in the technical field and in the handling 
of human relationships. Progressive industrialists to-day were doing 
much to make the benefits of these improvements more widely known 
over the broad field of industry, by sharing their knowledge and 
experience with others, including their competitors. 

Sir Walter was glad to see so many private firms among the ex- 
hibitors. He was sure they would be rewarded for supporting the 
venture, and would gain prestige for demonstrating their own ability 
to live with the future. 

In a tribute to those whose vision and imagination had resulted 
in this Exhibition, the Minister said they were doing something new 
and doing it in a thoroughly practical way—the way most likely to 
bring results. He was particularly glad to know that organized 
parties from factories all over the country would be visiting the 
Exhibition. It had something to interest everyone in industry, 
something that might show everyone a better way of doing jobs. 
That was the object of the Exhibition—how to do the same job 
quicker, better, and more efficiently. It was summed up well in 
the Exhibition slogan, ‘‘ Production for Plenty.” If we could really 
put that idea across, if we could get everyone in the country to realize 
what it meant, to be concerned about it, and then translate that 
concern into action, we should all benefit immeasurably.

HE Board of Trade have issued four Notices to Importers 
detailing import licensing arrangements for some fats, canned 
tomatoes and canned fish.

Lard 


Notice to Importers No. 634 issued on March 10, 1954, stated that 
the licensing arrangements for private imports of lard would be 


announced later. ‘They are now given below (Notice to Importers 
No. 665). 


Imports from the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman 


2. As from August 1, 1954, the Open General Licence will be 
extended so as to permit without separate licence the import of lard 
if originating in and consigned from The British Commonwealth 
(except Canada), British Trust Territories, British Protectorates and 
Protected States, Burma, the Irish Republic, Iraq, Iceland, Jordan, 
Libya, Muscat and Oman.

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Output and Employment in Wool Textile Industry in May 


CCORDING to figures made available by the Wool Industry 

Bureau of Statistics, there was increased activity in most of the 

main sections of the woollen and worsted industry in May 
compared with April. Production of tops showed the most marked 
improvement. 

The Bureau’s employment figures, which had recorded a fall in 
March and April, showed a very slight improvement with increases 
of 86, 34 and 153 in the combing, worsted spinning and worsted 
weaving sections, respectively. On the other hand, in the woollen 
spinning and woollen weaving sections, there were decreases of 41 
and 75, respectively. ‘The overall increase in the labour force was 157. 

The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption and 
production per working day, and not with the figures as shown in 
the tables. ‘There were 21 working days in May, compared with 20 


in April, and 19 in May, 1953. 

Consumption of wool and other fibres increased by 4 per cent. to 
the highest level since August of last year, but remained nearly 
4 per cent. below the level for May 1953. Most of the increase was 
in consumption in topmaking. 

Production of tops rose by 6 per cent. to the best level since 
September 1953, but was still 5 per cent. lower than in May 1953 ; 
most of the increase was in crossbred tops. Consumption of tops 
was 3 per cent. higher than in April, reaching the highest level since 
November 1953, and a little better than a year ago ; consumption 
of crossbred tops accounted for most of the increase. 

Deliveries of worsted yarn increased by 2 per cent. overall, and 
were the best since February ; they were slightly higher than in

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Output and Employment in Cotton Industry in May 


UTPUT per week in the cotton industry in May showed some 

improvement over April although there was only a very slight 

increase in the quantity of yarn consumed. Production of all 
types of single yarn, and of cloth, was the highest since the peak level 
of November 1951, and only 8 per cent. below that level. Doubled 
yarn production, which is recovering more slowly, was the highest 
since February 1952, but remained 18 per cent. below the peak level 
of November 1951. The number of employees at work at the end 
of the period fell very slightly ; the number on firms’ books showed 
a more marked fall. In each case the fall was confined to the spinning 
and doubling sections. 


On a working day basis, production of single yarn increased by 
1 per cent., the largest proportionate rise being in heavier yarns 
(counts up to 26). Doubled yarn production rose by 2 per cent., 
most of the increase being in heavier yarns. Production of cloth 
showed no significant change. 

The latest figure of production of all types of single yarn (for the 
week ended June 19) was 18°98 million pounds. 

The average weekly consumption of raw cotton in spinning in the 
four weeks ended May 1, 1954, was 7-41 thousand tons, and in the 
four weeks ended May 29, 8-38 thousand tons. ‘Total stocks at the 
end of each period were 188 thousand tons and 195 thousand tons, 
respectively.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY JULY 7 


Imports of Apples and Pears 


Asked why the quota for imported apples and pears had been 
increased for the period July 1 to December 31, 1954, compared 
with the same period last year, the Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, replied that the quotas for imports of 
apples and pears in both the first and second halves of this year were 
increased as one part of our relaxation of the restrictions on imports 
from Western Europe. Owing to our balance of payments position, 
this relaxation could not in all cases take the form of complete removal 
of quantitative restrictions but in view of the importance of this 
trade to some of our fellow members of the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation, we decided that the right course was to 
increase the quotas for these fruits. 

Also asked if he would give consideration to amending helpfully 
to home producers the tariff on imported apples and pears for the 
year 1955, Mr. Amory said that the application referred to in the 
answer which he gave on February 3 was still being considered and 
he could not anticipate the result. 


Monopolies Report on Buildings in Greater London Area 


Questioned as to whether he had yet received the report of the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Commission on the supply 
of buildings in the Greater London area, the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Henry Strauss, replied that the President 
received this report on June 19, 1954. 

When it had been printed, it would be laid before Parliament in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 9 of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948. 


THURSDAY JULY 8 


Amusement Machines from Germany 


Mr. Amory told a questioner that a bilateral quota of £10,000 for 
twelve months had been established recently for the import from 
Western Germany of automatic coin-operated amusement machines, 
including gramophones and phonographs. 


United Kingdom Trade Commission in Canada 


In reply to a question about the staffing and cost of United Kingdom 
Trade Commission offices in Canada, Mr. Amory said there were 
now 24 ‘Trade Commissioners and Assistants with about 60 local 
staff. ‘The cost in the financial year 1952-53 was £178,067 and in 
1953-54 £180,543. 


Imports of Oils and Fats from the United States 


The President was asked what was the amount of United States 
oils and fats imported in 1953-54, and the provisional amounts that 
would be imported in 1954-55 ; and what were the import restrictions 
upon these commodities. 

Mr. Amory replied that during the 12 months ended May 1954 
imports of oils and fats from the United States amounted to £5:75 m., 
of which linseed oil accounted for {2-1 m., lard for £1-6 m. and cotton- 
seed oil for £1:3 m. Many oils and fats could be imported without 
restriction from all sources, and he could not forecast what purchases 
private traders would make in the coming year. A number of different 
import restrictions were still in force, for balance of payments reasons, 
on certain oils and fats imported from the dollar area and other non- 
sterling countries, but we had agreed to purchase from the United 
States, with funds made available under the Mutual Security Act, 
butter to the value of $6 m., lard to the value of $21°5 m. and cotton- 
seed oil to the value of $11 m. 


Imports of Caviare 


Asked how many licences were granted by his department in the 
last 12 months for the import of caviare, and to state the countries 
from which it was imported, the weight and the price paid, Mr. 
Amory said that nine licences for the import of caviare to a total 
value of £108,000 were issued in the year ending June 30, 1954. 
Of these, three licences to a value of about £32,000 were for import 
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from the U.S.S.R. and the remainder for import from either the 
U.S.S.R. or Persia. Four of the licences to a value of £86,000 
covered caviare which was to be held in bond pending re-export. 
As caviare was not recorded separately in the Trade statistics the 
Minister added that he could not state from which countries caviare 
was imported or the weights and average prices paid. 


FRIDAY JULY 9 


Roumanian Assets 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer was asked whether he would make 
a statement about the distribution of the Roumanian assets now held 
by the Custodian of Enemy Property. The Economic Secretary 
to the Treasury, Mr. Reginald Maudling, replied that the draft of the 
Treasury Directions for the distribution of Roumanian assets had 
been published that day as a Command Paper, and copies were 
available in the Vote Office. It was proposed to issue the Directions 
on July 26. 


MONDAY JULY 12 


United Kingdom Participation in Trade Exhibitions and 
Fairs 

In the House of Lords a questioner asked whether, in the interests 
of greater inter-Commonwealth trade, reconsideration could be given 
to the policy of restricting United Kingdom participation in trade 
exhibitions and fairs to those held in dollar countries. 

The Board of Trade spokesman in the House of Lords, Lord 
Mancroft, replied that the main United Kingdom participation in 
trade exhibitions and fairs took the form of exhibits by individual 
exporters and their agents. Her Majesty’s Government took part 
in a limited number of trade fairs only, most of which were not in 
dollar countries. 

‘The questioner would be pleased to learn, therefore, that the recent 
statement made by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in 
Wellington, New Zealand, to which the questioner had drawn 
attention in The Times newspaper, was quite incorrect. 


Review of G.A.T.T. 


Her Majesty’s Government was asked whether, prior to the forth- 
coming autumn review of the G.A.T.T., they would give notice to 
other signatories of Britain’s wish to modify existing agreements so 
as to allow Britain (1) Greater tariff freedom for the purpose of 
offering to negotiate mutually advantageous preferences within the 
Commonwealth ; and (2) Freedom to protect agricultural and 
industrial home markets from damaging competition from foreign 
imports at times and on scales harmful to British producers. 

Lord Mancroft replied that the question of seeking a modification 
of the G.A.T.T. to allow extensions of Imperial Preference was, as 
the questioner was aware, fully discussed at the Commonwealth 
Economic Conference at the end of 1952. The questioner was, of 
course, aware that the conclusions were recorded in the Communique 
issued after the Conference. He would doubtless also have noted 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s references to this subject in the 
statements made after the meeting of Commonwealth Finance 
Ministers at Sydney early this year. ‘They were, however, examining 
all aspects of the G.A.T.T., including the provisions of Article I 
of the Agreement as they affected Imperial Preference, in preparation 
for the discussions with other Commonwealth Governments which, 
as arranged at Sydney, were to precede the G.A.T.T. review and at 
which all these complex problems would, of course, be discussed. 

As regards the second part of the Question, the questioner would 
be aware that many of our tariff rates were the subject of commitments 
under the G.A.T.T. negotiated in return for commitments into 
which other countries had entered in respect of their tariffs on goods 
which we exported. 

It had been a major aim of our policy hitherto in regard to the 
G.A.T.T. to preserve the stability of the negotiated tariff concessions 
embodied in its schedules in the interests of the expansion of our own 
export trade. 

He would also remind the House that at the last Session of the 
Contracting Parties we were successful in securing a useful measure 
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‘ ’ 


of freedom from the rigid application of the ‘‘ no-new-preference ’ 
rule, which we had been able to use to enable us to increase certain 
tariffs to assist the horticultural and allied industries. 


TUESDAY JULY 13 
Film Quota Defaulters 


The President was asked how many prosecutions had now been 
initiated against film quota defaulters for the year 1951-52 ; in how 
many cases they had been found guilty ; how many of those found 
guilty were owners of five cinemas or less ; and what penalties had 
been imposed. 

Mr. Strauss replied that proceedings had so far been instituted 
in ten cases. Seven cases had been heard and there had been five 
convictions. In four of these five cases the exhibitor controlled five 
cinemas or less. There was one fine of £25 and 7 guineas costs, 
one of £20 and 10 guineas costs, two fines of £5, and one of £5 and 
£20 costs. 

Asked how many proceedings he would take against first-feature 
film quota defaulters for the year 1952-53 in relation to the number 
of such defaults in that year, Mr. Strauss replied that he could not 
yet say. 


Rents on Trading Estates 


There had been no change in the policy of assessing the rents of 
factories on the trading estates, Mr. Strauss stated. 


Factory Building in Scotland and Great Britain 


Asked for figures of approvals of new factory building and extensions 
for Scotland and Great Britain, respectively, during the first quarter 
of 1954, Mr. Strauss said that the President regretted that incorrect 
figures were given in the answer on June 29. The correct figures 
were; Scotland, 37 approvals at an estimated total value of £1-°58 
million ; and Great Britain, 612 approvals at an estimated total 
value of £29-68 million, 


Raw Cotton Commission’s Stocks 


On July 3, 1954, the Raw Cotton Commission’s stocks amounted to 
101,608 tons in the United Kingdom and 31,726 tons purchased but 
not yet arrived, Mr. Amory stated. A considerable proportion of 
these stocks had already been sold for forward delivery, but it was 
ay the Commission’s normal practice to divulge the amount of such 
sales. 


Television and Radio Programmes in Hotels and Inns 


Asked whether he would take steps to amend the Copyright Act, 
so as to prevent authors or composers, or the Performing Rights 
Society, acting on their behalf, from obtaining fees from innkeepers 
or hotel keepers who permitted their guests to listen to television or 
radio programmes, Mr. Strauss replied ‘‘ No, Sir.” 


Imports of Newspapers and Periodicals from the United 
States 


The declared value of bulk imports of newspapers and periodicals 
from the United States in 1953 was £773,421, it was stated. This 
figure excluded imports by post, the value of which was not known. 
Bulk imports of what were usually known as comics were not licensed. 


Surplus Foreign Food Products 


Asked whether he would ensure that surplus foreign food products 
would not be off-loaded on to the home market at the expense of 
producers in the Commonwealth ; and what steps he would take to 
that end, Mr. Amory replied that import arrangements had been 
made where necessary to ensure that foodstuffs purchased with funds 
made available under Section 550 of the Mutual Security Act would 
not displace normal trade.

Sampling and Testing Boiler Water Deposits 


B.S. 2455 : 1954 is complementary to B.S. 1328 (‘‘ Methods of 
sampling water used in steam generation”’) and B.S. 1427 (‘‘ Tests 
for water used in steam generation: Group A”’). It applies to deposits 
which form in various parts of the equipment concerned with genera- 
tion. The following determinations are included : oil, loss on ignition, 
phosphate, carbonate, sulphate, chloride, sodium, silica, copper, iron, 
aluminium, calcium, magnesium and water soluble salts. Price 6s. 


Treatment of Water for Land Boilers 


B.S, 2486 : 1954 is a complementary volume to B.S. 1170 (‘‘ Treat- 
ment of water for marine boilers’) which has proved to be valuable 
and has been in widespread daily use since its publication in 1947. 
The present document is particularly directed to the needs of operators 
of steam generating plant as used widely in industry and usually 
operated at a pressure not exceeding 250 Ib./sq. in.

Sequence of Measurements for Printed Matter 


There is already a considerable measure of agreement on this 
subject in the United Kingdom but instances still occur showing 
that the customary practice is not always adopted.

Incubator, Water Bath and Oven Thermometers for

Enterprising Exporters can do Good Business in Japan

LTHOUGH JAPAN is not yet a stable market for United 

Kingdom manufacturers, there is good business to be done by 

the enterprising. United Kingdom exports to Japan have 
increased respectably in the last three years, and in 1953 amounted 
in all to £174 million. The difficulties of the Japanese market arise 
partly from Japanese shortage of sterling or of foreign currency 
generally and partly from Japan’s desire to protect her less competitive 
industries in her own home market. Nevertheless, the kinds of goods 
exported from the United Kingdom to Japan make up quite a long 
catalogue. “The total value was £8°8 million in 1952 and £17°5 
million in 1953; and provided their sterling earnings come up to 
hopes, the Japanese Government are willing to license imports on 
somewhat the same scale in 1954 as in 1953. 


The most valuable exports during the past two years have been 
motor vehicles, amounting to £1°8 million in 1952 and £3-6 million 
in 1953. ‘These are mostly, though not exclusively, small cars, and 
two British companies have now assembly plants in Japan. In the 
last nine months the Volkswagen has appeared in Japan, and is 
proving very popular as a small taxi. So, too, is the small Renault, 
which is assembled in Japan. Import licences are granted from time 
to time for motor cycles. 


Next onthe list come woollen yarn and manufactures at nearly 
£2 million in 1952 and over £3 million in 1953. The Japanese 
Government are expected to license the import of £2 million within 


1954. British-made worsteds have a steady popularity in Japan 
which is unlikely to be lost as long as licences are available. 


Machinery and factory equipment amounted to £1 million in 1952 
and £2 million in 1953, Orders are still coming forward, though 
probably on a smaller scale, and part of the totals mentioned is 
probably ascribable to machinery installed by Japanese subsidiaries 
of United Kingdom manufacturers. ‘The process of industrial 
rehabilitation is by no means completed, and now that British firms 
have entered the market, Japanese businessmen have come to realize 
that in many lines of equipment the United Kingdom could offer 
not only quality but favourable prices in comparison with the Ameri- 
cans who, for a time, held the field alone. ‘The Americans are still 
doing well, notably with machine tools and steel mill plant, and even 
textile machinery ; they supplied about two-thirds of Japan’s imports 
of machinery in 1953, Western Germany has also done substantial 
business in machine tools and heavy equipment, selling in all half as 
much again as the United Kingdom. Although American aircraft 
are much in evidence, satisfactory sales of British aircraft have been 
made. 


There has been a marked tendency, particularly on the part of 
American and German manufacturers, to make technical agreements 
with Japanese manufacturers for the production of their equipment in 
Japan. Each agreement is subject to the approval of the Japanese 
Government, who especially favcur those considered to benefit

Japanese industry as a whole and to promote exports, directly or 
indirectly. Comparatively few British companies have so far licensed 
their products or their techniques to Japanese firms, although there 
seems to be some scope for this. 


Most basic chemicals are produced in Japan, and imported dye- 
stuffs and drugs are obtained mainly from Germany, Switzerland and 
the United States. Japan has an efficient pharmaceutical industry, 
and can export antibiotics, sulpha drugs and vitamin extracts. 

Good orders have been obtained for telecommunications equip- 
ment, radar, television equipment, and electronic equipment, Despite 
a flourishing industry in Japan, there have been substantial sales of a 
few lines of electric appliances, but as most of these are regarded as 
inessentials, the market cannot perhaps be expected to remain good 
while Japan is in general balance of payments difficulties. Imports 
of whisky and gin will certainly be on a smaller scale than in past 
years, when spirits and other specialities could be imported into 
Japan nominally for the contentment of foreigners. Some sales of 
these goods are made direct to United Nations Forces stationed in 
Japan. Books and journals come high on the list ; the Japanese 
have an eager interest in English books, and not only in technical 
ones. Japanese imports from the sterling area in 1953 amounted to 
over £300,000. 


Besides these main commodities, a variety of others have been 
exported from the United Kingdom to Japan in small quantities. 
It remains to mention specifically raw wool and tops and noils, exports 
of which to Japan rose as high as £2-2 million in 1953. When sterling 
was plentiful, Japanese authorities tended to encourage the import 
of sterling tops and noils ; now, the exchange available for sterling 
wool has been substantially reduced. Crossbred wool or its equivalent 
can be obtained from South America, tops from Belgium ; and the 
mills prefer to use their sterling for buying merino in the fleece from 
Australia. 


Good Agents Essential 


This summary is a slight indication of the variety of the Japanese 
market as far as United Kingdom goods are concerned. It cannot 
be emphasized too strongly how important it is to have a reliable and 
energetic agent in Japan—particularly for the sale of machinery and 
industrial equipment. Competition is strong from American, German, 
Swedish and Swiss firms, quite apart from the continual urge of the 
Japanese towards home production. 


One point to notice is that Japanese manufacturers, large and small, 
invariably work hand in hand with one or more merchant firms, 
through which they do all their buying and selling. Some of these 
firms are very powerful ; and they are naturally jealous of one 
another. Unfortunately, some of them seem to have little interest 
in after-sales service, and if a merchant firm is given an agency, a 
system of progress reports or periodical visits is to be recommended. 
Indeed, regular visits by representatives of British exporting firms 
are perhaps of as great importance in Japan as in any country in the 
world, as Japanese business methods rely so much on social and 
informal understandings. 


Japan’s Economic Position 


Exporters who wish to explore the possibilities of the Japanese 
market or extend their activities there, will be interested in recent 
changes in the country’s economic position. In 1951 Japan earned 
a large surplus of sterling—so much, in fact, that restrictions had to 
be imposed on the Sterling Area’s imports from Japan in order to 
reduce the surplus within normal limits. In 1953, on the other hand, 
Japan imported far more than she exported, and became extremely 
short of sterling. This shortage still persists, though it has been 
mitigated by the provisions of the Anglo-Japanese payments arrange- 
ments of January 1954. (But it is worth noting that the value of 
United Kingdom imports from Japan in the first quarter of 1954 
was less than half what it was in the first quarter of 1953.) Even 
dollars, large sums of which are disbursed by the American Forces 
in Japan and supplement the earnings from visible exports, began to 
run down after the armistice in Korea, and all Japan’s clearing 
accounts are in deficit except those with Indonesia and Korea, the 
large surpluses on which cannot be liquidated. During the year 
ended March 1954, Japan’s deficit on balance of payments amounted 
to $313 million and the reserves fell by over one quarter. 

These difficulties in Japan’s balance of payments were caused in 
part by a steady course of inflation which continued almost unchecked

Applying the Brakes on Inflation 


The sense of well-being was turned to anxiety by natural] disasters 
in the summer of 1953. The rice crop was the poorest for many 
years ; large rice imports became necessary, and indeed accounted 
for a great part of the balance of payments deficit during the financial 
year. ‘Towards the end of 1953, the Government began with great 
caution to apply the brakes. The measures taken so far constitute 
primarily a progressive restriction of credit, especially for import 
transactions, by the Bank of Japan. This credit restriction seems to 
have been fairly effective in checking the inflation, but it has already 
caused a number of internal bad debts and bankruptcies, and the 
business world generally is hard up for cash. There has also been 
some official restriction of imports (e.g. motor cars, petroleum 
products, raw wool and certain luxury items) and a variety of devices 
to promote exports. But this is apparently just a beginning. Stocks 
in the hands of merchants and manufacturers are beginning to increase. 
The budget for 1954 provides for a substantial reduction in Govern- 
ment capital expenditure and investment. The consequences likely 
in the near future are a fall in domestic demand for timber, cement 
and steel, and a drop in production and perhaps a general contraction 
of demand for imports of raw materials and consumer goods. 


The avowed object of the Government’s policy is to stop the 
inflation and force down prices by 5 to 10 per cent. Whether a 
contraction of this order will be enough is a matter for argument, 
since some industries are competitive in world markets at present 
prices and others are not. Some think a further dose of medicine 
may be necessary in 1955 if the same deflationary policy is followed. 
There is now much talk, outside official circles, of the advisability 
of devaluation, as being less painful to the body politic than continued 
deflation. As credit is brought under stricter control, so devaluation 
becomes a possible course of action. But it is not the only course ; 
and the Minister of Finance reiterates that the Government have 
no intention of devaluing. 


Clamouring for Up-to-date Equipment 


So much for temporary influences. Japan’s industrial ability is 
a more permanent factor affecting imports of foreign manufactures 
Japan is highly industrialized and apart from her famous textile and 
pottery industries has an extensive engineering industry, based on 
home-made steel and non-ferrous metals, and on the use of electric 
power. However, much of Japan’s engineering and heavy industry 
is at present relatively uncompetitive, partly because of lack of 
capital and lack of technical knowledge, and partly because of the high 
prices Japan has to pay for coking coal and iron ore, Seven-eighths 
of Japan’s imports are food and raw materials for industry. During 
the 1939-45 war the Japanese were left far behind Europe and 
America in industrial technique, and in recent years one of their main 
preoccupations has been to bring themselves up to date. ‘They 
thus display tremendous eagerness to obtain the newest and most 
modern equipment, and to obtain licences of right to the latest 
methods known abroad. What they manufacture usually enjoys a 
suitable degree of official protection in one form or another. In 
general, therefore, it can be said that what is new and not yet made 
in Japan is what sells most easily there. This generalization applies 
not only to machinery but also to consumer goods, since if there is 
any substantial domestic market for a commodity, a Japancse firm 
will soon go into production to supply it.

Canada and Spain 
HE MAJESTY’S representative in Madrid reports that a trade 


agreement between the Governments of Spain and Canada was 
signed in Madrid on May 26 last. 

It is to be applied provisionally as from July 1, 1954, pending 
ratification, after which it will be valid for three years. 

Under the terms of the Agreement, Canada will extend uncon- 
ditional Most Favoured Nation treatment to Spanish products 
imported into Canada, and to Canadian products exported to Spain, 
in respect of customs duties and the rules and formalities connected 
with importation and exportation. 

Spain for her part will continue to apply to Canada the Most 
Favoured Nation treatment stipulated in the Anglo-Spanish Treaty 
of Commerce and Navigation of 1922 as modified by the Convention 
of 1927. 

Spain undertakes to license annually from dollar sources at least 
2,000 metric tons of salted codfish, and Canada has agreed to a reduc- 
tion in her import duties on certain Spanish products as follows :—

Canada and Portugal 


A TRADE Agreement between Canada and Portugal was signed 
in Lisbon on May 28 last and came into effect provisionally, 
pending ratification, on July 1, 1954. 

The Agreement is to remain in force for a period of two years 
from the date on which instruments of ratification are exchanged 
and thereafter is to be automatically renewed for successive periods 
of one year until three months after either Contracting Party may 
have given notice of its intention to terminate the Agreement to the 
other. 

The Agreement provides for the continuance of Most Favoured 
Nation treatment (previously regulated by arrangements made in 
September 1928) and extends it to imports into Canada from the 
Portuguese Overseas Provinces. 

Portugal will grant licences for an annual minimum import of 
3,000 tons of dried codfish from the U.S. dollar area and will make 
available the exchange required for the payment of such fish while 
Canada has agreed to import Portuguese almonds free of duty and 
will reduce the tariff on corks.

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New Council for National Production 
in Mexico 


BY A DECREE published in the Mexican Diario Oficial on June 28, 

1954, a Council for the Encouragement and Co-ordination of 
National Production has been created in Mexico as a consultative 
organ of the Federal Government. The new Council, which is to 
report direct to the President of the Republic, will examine problems 
connected with agricultural and industrial production in Mexico 
and will put forward concrete proposals for increasing and balancing 
such production. 


The Council will be divided into two branches ; one agricultural, 
the other industrial. As an immediate task the agricultural branch 
of the Council will propose the division of the national territories 
into homogeneous zones in which agricultural service stations will 
be established, and will make recommendations with regard to :— 


(i) The participation of private investment in irrigation works. 
(ii) Public and private credit for agriculture and livestock. 
(iii) Technical and social assistance for the fight against erosion. 
(iv) Improvement in the methods of cultivation. 
(v) Agricultural insurance. 
(vi) Guarantee prices. 
(vii) Distribution of agricultural products ; and 
(viii) Any other matters for the encouragement of agriculture and 
livestock which the Council judges to be of national interest. 


The industrial branch will make recommendations with regard to :— 
(i) Increasing exports. 
(ii) ‘Tariff and import policy. 
(iii) Giving an impulse to basic industries. 
(iv) Increasing productivity. 
(v) The channelling of greater private resources toward industry. 
(vi) Policy on foreign investment ; and 
(vii) Any other question concerning industry which the Council 
judges to be of national interest. 


The creation of this Council was foreshadowed in a speech given 
by the President of Mexico over the Mexican radio on May 14, when 
he outlined the Mexican Government's policy for economic rehabilita- 
tion.

Persia and U.S.S.R. 


ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Tehran reports that, in 

accordance with the Persian-Soviet Trade Agreement 1940, a 
Protocol was signed on June 17, 1954, recording the lists of goods 
to be exchanged between the two countries during the period April 1, 
1954, to March 3, 1955. 


The total value of the Soviet exports is estimated at 2,219 million 
rials (approximately nine million pounds) and the total value of 
Persian exports at 2,298 million rials. 

Soviet exports to Persia will include sugar, cotton piece-goods 
and sewing thread, timber, paper, cement, iron and steel and manu- 
factures thereof, machinery of various types, vehicles and consumer 
goods. Persian exports will include rice and other foodstuffs, lead 
and zinc ores, animal skins and carpets.

Switzerland and Czechoslovakia

between Switzerland and Czechoslovakia was signed at Prague on 
May 24, 1954. 


The protocol, under which new lists of quotas to be exchanged 
between the two countries has been drawn up, entered into force 
on April 1, 1954, and will be valid up to March 31, 1955. 
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War Damage to British Property in 
Luxembourg 


THE Luxembourg Government have now formally agreed to grant 
to individual British subjects, whose property in the Grand Duchy 
of Luxembourg has sustained war damage, treatment as regards 
compensation equal, with certain minor exceptions, to that extended 
by Luxembourg legislation to Luxembourg nationals in respect of 
similar loss or damage. Claims relating to losses of earnings and to 
personal injury are specifically excluded from the Agreement. 


The registration of property or claims with the Foreign Office, 
Administration of Enemy Property Department (formerly the Trading 
with the Enemy Department) or any other British Government 
Agency (at home or abroad) is not in itself sufficient to constitute a 
claim. 


British subjects should submit their claims direct to the Office des 
Dommages de Guerre, Luxembourg, within three months of the date 
of publication of the Agreement in Luxembourg, viz. July 10, 1954. 


Her Majesty’s Legation at Luxembourg cannot act as agent in 
presenting individual claims. ‘The lodgment of claims must be made 
(by not later than October 9, 1954) and any necessary correspondence 
conducted by individual claimants with the Office des Dommages de 
Guerre direct. 


Trade with British West Africa 


UNITED KINGDOM merchant firms engaged in trading with 
West Africa may be interested to know of the existence of the United 
Kingdom Association of Merchant Shippers in West Africa.

U.S. Import Duty on Alsike Clover Seed 
Decision 


FURTHER to notices published in the Board of Trade Journal on 
December 12, 1953 (page 1254) and January 23 (page 186) about the 
United States Tariff Commission Investigation on alsike clover seed, 
the Board of Trade have now received information that the President 
of the United States has accepted, with slight modification, the 
Tariff Commission recommendation to increase the import duty on 
this commodity. 

The present rate of duty of 2 cents per pound is retained for the 
first 1,500,000 pounds ; imports in excess of that amount will be 
dutiable at the rate of 6 cents per pound. This arrangement is limited 
to a period of one year. 


United States Trade Practice Rules 
Rescinded 


THE United States Tariff Commission have rescinded the trade 
practice rules for the following industries :— 

Juvenile wheel goods manufacturing industry ; 

Metal burial vault industry. 

The Commission states that the rules for the wheel goods industry, 
issued in 1936, are in need of revision and “ continued existence of 
the rules is not essential to the public interest.’”” The metal burial 
vault rules, issued in 1932, are ‘‘general in form and in some respects 
obsolete.”” In neither case is the industry interested in revision 
proceedings. 


Bolivian Import Licences Cancelled 


ER MAJESTY’S Embassy in La Paz report that by Resolution 

No. 3/54 published on May 22 by the Central Bank of Bolivia, 
import licences granted during the first six months of 1953, even 
though they may have been granted extensions, were to be cancelled 
on June 30, 1954. Any such licences covering goods which can be 
proved to have been shipped by June 30 will be replaced by new 
licences on application by the importer. 

From July 1, 1954, Bolivian Consulates will not authorize the 
embarkation of goods covered by import licences granted before 
June 30, 1953, nor will the Bolivian banks provide foreign exchange 
against such licences.

Argentine Customs Duty on Spares and 


Accessories for Motor Scooters 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires reports that, in 
order to encourage the local manufacture of low-cost motor scooters, 
the Argentine authorities have decreed that spare parts and accessories 
used in the manufacture of motor scooters shall be subject to customs 
duty at a flat rate of 3 per cent. ad valorem irrespective of the Tariff 
item number under which they are imported. This concession is 
to remain in force for three years. 
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Restrictions on Importation of 
Cotton Textiles into Jamaica 


HE Board of Trade have received a copy of Notice to Importers 
No. 1379, of July 2, concerning imports of cotton textile goods 
into Jamaica, the substance of which is given below. 


Importers of textiles are notified that as from July 2, 1954, the 
importation of the cotton textiles listed in the Schedule below will 
be prohibited except under permits issued by the Trade Control 
Board. Permits will be issued against quotas which will be allocated 
at six monthly intervals. The total importations which will be 
permitted for the next two years, will be limited to an amount equal 
to 25 per cent. of the aggregate importations during the calendar 
years 1952 and 1953, of the goods listed in the Schedule. 


The expiry dates of import permits issued up to and including 
May 31, 1954, will not be extended unless evidence is produced 
by the licensee not later than July 6, 1954, that orders were confirmed 
by suppliers prior to the date of the notice. Any extensions granted 
in these exceptional circumstances will be limited to a period of three 
months. 


All permits issued since June 1, 1954, are cancelled, unless evidence 
is produced by the licensee that an irrevocable letter of credit had 
been established by the licensee prior to July 2, 1954. In such cases, 
permits will be valid up to the due expiry date, but any importations 
effected under such permits will count against the importer’s quota 
to be issued during the next two years. 


Textile importers are requested to furnish to the Trade Administra- 
tor, 40 Harbour Street, Kingston, not later than July 31, 1954, 
statements supported by red copy customs warrants and invoices, 
showing importations during the calendar years 1952 and 1953, of 
the respective items listed below, as well as purchases of locally 
manufactured textiles, supported also by invoices to enable quotas 
to be calculated. 


The “ date of importation ” shall mean the date on which the goods 
were passed through the Customs ; ‘“ purchases of locally manu- 
factured textiles’ refer to such textiles as were delivered to pur- 
chasers during the calendar year 1953 for the purposes of the pur- 
chasers in their own trading business and not as distributors.

Australian Quarantine Rules for 
Straw Packing 


THE High Commissioner for Australia has been asked by the 
Department of Health, Canberra, to bring to the notice of exporters 
in the United Kingdom that certificates for straw packing imported 
with goods from the United Kingdom do not always comply fully 
with the requirements of Quarantine (Animals) Regulations 69. 
The defect occurs in connection with the declaration given by the 
exporter and the witnessing authority. In some certificates which 
have recently come under notice signatures of these persons have 
taken the form of printed facsimiles. 

The Department of Health points out that declarations are rendered 
invalid by signatures of this kind and that all certificates must be 
signed by the persons so required to make and endorse these declara- 
tions, otherwise they will not be accepted. 


Import Licensing Regulations in Singapore 
THE Notice about import licensing regulations published in the 
Board of Trade Journal on October 10, 1953 (page 741), should be 
amended by the deletion of the following items for which individual 
import permits will no longer be required :—

Act. (Act No. 54 of 1954.)

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Federation of Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland Import Control 


THE Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland came into being in 

September, 1953. 

The Federal Government, however, did not assume responsibility 
for import control until April 1 this year. Import regulations for the 
Federation as a whole were then published, and these were reproduced 
in the Board of Trade Journal (page 1124) on May 22. Except for 
a very few items, the import of which is prohibited from all sources, 
goods coming from the scheduled territories (which of course include 
the United Kingdom) may be imported into the Federation without 
any licensing restrictions. All goods coming from foreign countries, 
however, require import licences. 


The Federal Government has now announced its first programme 
for the import of foreign goods for the period July-December, 1954. 
This programme follows the pattern set by Southern Rhodesia in 
the past. Allocations of currency are made in respect of (a) dollar 
and (b) non-dollar non-sterling goods and, for the current six-monthly 
period, are estimated to total £13 millions, made up as follows :— 
£2,884,000 
£2,756,000 
£3,180,000 
£2,900,000 
£1,300,000 

Compared with recent imports of foreign goods into the three 
territories constituting the Federation, these new allocations represent 
a certain measure of liberalization.

The unrestricted list of imports, brought in by Southern Rhodesia 
a year ago, has been adopted by the Federation and extended con- 
siderably. Articles added to this list include condensed and dried 
milk, infant foods, olives, tinned fish, hand tools and mosquito gauze. 
Such articles may be imported freely although still requiring import 
licences. Beads, cigars, fur coats, pressure lamps and stoves, and 
certain specified agricultural, dairy, mining, industrial and electrical 
machinery and office equipment may also be imported freely from 
O.E.E.C. countries. 


Dollar imports still remaining subject to quota include motor 
vehicles, agricultural, mining and industrial machinery, steel, electrical 
equipment, plywoods, office equipment and wrapping paper, whilst 
steel, arms and ammunition, electrical equipment, plywood and other 
consumer goods still remain under control from other non-sterling 
countries.

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Lebanese Import Regulations 
Summarized 


SUMMARY of the import regulations currently in force in 

Lebanon is given below for the convenience of exporters. This 
notice replaces all previous notices on this subject.

The views of the Lebanese Customs authorities are not necessarily 
represented by the tariff numbers and the nomenclature quoted in 
the appendix to this notice, which may also contain words registered 
in the United Kingdom as trade marks in relation to certain kinds 
of goods. 


Commodity Control 
Commodities are in one of three classes for the purposes of import 
control ; 
(a) Goods for which import licences are normally issued freely when the 
goods arrive ; 
(b) Goods for which licences (“ prior’ licences) must be obtained before 
a firm order is placed (see Appendix) ; 
(c) Goods, the import of which is prohibited (e.g. dangerous drugs etc.). 
An import licence is not required in respect of goods imported by parcel 
post or in travellers’ baggage, provided : 
(1) the value does not exceed {Leb.500 ; 
(2) they do not require a prior import licence, i.e. 
in class (b) ; 
(3) they do not consist of sugar or products containing sugar such as are 
liable to tax 


they must not be goods 


Validity of Licences 

Ordinary import licences are valid for six months. Extensions, which 
are granted at the discretion of the Ministry of National Economy, may 
usually be obtained without difficulty. 


Exchange Control 
Very few licences are issued with an endorsement entitling the importer 
to purchase foreign exchange officially at the official rate (approximately 
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£LLeb.6:1 = £1 sterling, stable). 
on behalf of the Government. 

For all other imports, the importer must find his own foreign exchange 
(the present free market rate of which is approximately {Leb.8-77 = £1 
sterling, subject to market fluctuations). There are no restrictions on the 
transfer or remittance of such currency. 

Exporters are advised, in their own interests, to conduct their business 
by letters of credit as the normal method of payment which must be from 
an account of a person resident in the Lebanon. Sterling may be transferred 
in advance of shipment. 


The endorsement is made only for imports 


Customs Regulations 


Goods consigned to neighbouring countries (other than Israel) are allowed 
to pass through the Lebanon in transit. A guarantee for payment of the 
customs duty (if any) of the country of destination must be given. 

Payment of Lebanese customs duty must be made in Lebanese pounds. 
Goods may remain in the Customs warehouse for six months, after which 
they are liable to be sold by auction ; but goods marked “ in transit’ 
which are stored in the free zone may remain for a year, with the option 
of a year’s extension. Other goods stored in the free zone may remain 
indefinitely, but if total charges exceed the cost of the goods they may 
have to be paid up to date to avoid auction. 


Documentary Requirements 


The following documents must be provided when importing goods into 
- Lebanon :— 
. Bill of lading ; 
2 Delivery order (to be obtained against surrender of Bill of lading). 
The Customs authorities require the following :— 
3. Delivery order. 
4. Original c.i.f. invoice, in duplicate, which :— 
(a) may be the normal type of commercial invoice. 
(b) Must bear an endorsement signed by the manufacturer or the 
seller, to the following effect :— 
“Nous certifions que la présente facture est authentique, 
qu'elle est la seule émise par nous pour les marchandises qui y 
sont énoncées, qu’elle mentionne leur valeur exacte sans déduction 
d’aucun acompte et que leur origine est exclusivement de 
(country of origin).”’

as they exist (London and Manchester), where the goods are ex- 
ported from these towns. Invoices for goods exported from other 
places, where no Lebanese Consulate is established, must be 
certified by a Chamber of Commerce or by an approved trade 
organization (such as the Federation of British Industries). 


Note : Legalization of the commercial invoice by the Consulate, Chamber 
of Commerce etc., is not required, however, for goods despatched :-— 


(i) by parcel post, where the value of the consignment (or parcel) is less than 
£Leb.500, except for goods requiring a prior import licence. 


(ii) by ordinary freight (steamer or aircraft) where the value of the consign- 
ment is less than {Leb.30.
